Q. This spring I bought 
some plants called Bell- 
flowers, but they look some- , 
thing like smapdragons to 
me. How could they have 
mixed them up like this? My 
neighbor says they are snaps 
but I never saw any quite like 
these, 


A. Your plants were. not 
mixed up. From your in- 
formation, I would judge that 
you have the new snapdragons 
which came out this spring 
under the name of Bellflower 
snapdragons, and also under 
the name of Bright Butter- 
flies. These snaps have open 
faces instead of the familiar 
snapping jaws.

Q. All the shrubs in front of 
my house are getting brown 
leaves. As the camellias and 
azaléas cost me around five 
dollars each this spring, I 
want to know if this is caused 
by my neighbor using weed 
spray on his lawn. What do 
you think? Sign me Wonder- 
ing, Victoria. 

A. With the scanty iInforma- 
tion you have given, I would 
hesitate to say that the 
trouble is from spray. First, 
test the soil in between the 
‘shrubs. If these are planted 
against the house, it is likely 
you will find the soil quite dry 
beneath the surface. Take a 
shovel and bring up a shovel 
full from _ three different 
spots. 

While you may not save all 
the plants, you have a chance 
to save some if you begin to 
soak the soil well by setting a 
small revolving sprinkler in 
the area and letting it remain 
on very low pressure for 
several hours, At any rate, if 
the soil is dry, you will know | 
your neighbor is not to blame.
